Jiri Frel is a full professor of Greek and Roman

and lecturer at Charles University, Prague, from July, 1948, 
through October, 1989* During World War II, and immediately 
thereafter, Pre-l was a student at Charles University studying 
for his advanced degrees.

He stated that he often 
performed work and study at the Museum cf the Louvre in Paris, 
as well as various universities and museums engaged in archaeolo 
ical study in Greece. 

On October 7, 1969, Prel arrived in the United 
States at New York City, with a J - 1 visa which was to 
expire July 20, 1970. His travel was in connection with an 
East - West cultural and educational exchange program, which 
provided a position for him as a visiting scholar in the School 
of Historical Studies, Institute for Advanced Study, at 
Princeton University, Princeton, New Jersey. While at Princeton 
Prel resided at 103 Einstein Drive, Princeton, New Jersey. 

Frel held this position from October, 1969, through April, 1970.
